Overnight work needed for the new Combined Sewer 
Overflow (CSO) storage tank 

 
Continuous concrete pour to occur either November 22 or December 6 

 
King County’s contractor, Stellar J Corporation, is continuing construction on a new 
combined sewer overflow (CSO) control facility in the Smith Cover area of South Magnolia. 
This 1.5-million-gallon underground tank will reduce untreated overflows to Puget Sound by 
storing excess flows of stormwater and sewage when heavy rains fill pipes.   
 

Beginning at 12:01 a.m. on Saturday, November 22, or Saturday, December 6, King County’s 
contractor will install the concrete base slab for the underground storage tank. For up to 20 
hours, trucks will deliver and pump concrete. Concrete trucks will access and leave the site 
by the Magnolia Bridge.  Trucks will not be staged in the right of way. Crews will be on 
site during the evening before the pour.  Overnight site lighting will be needed to maintain a 
safe work environment.   
 
During this work, access to the Elliott Bay Marina, Palisade and Maggie Bluffs restaurants via 
the Magnolia Bridge will be maintained. No street parking will be allowed on 23rd Avenue 
West.
